The pur- 
pose of standing committees would seem to be to expedite 
the business of the House, and to secure intelligent legislation 
upon the various subjects brought before it. This can only 
be accomplished by placing on the several committees persons 
conversant with the subject matter referred to them; but in 
the case cited we find a committee of three persons whese duty 
it is to pass upon and recommend the enactment of certain laws 
affecting the chief industry of our Territory—neither of whom 
represents a mining constitnency. What can we understand 
from this, except that itis the object ofa certain portion of 
this branch of the Legislature to obstruct the enactment of 
proper measures for the encouragement of the greatest source 
of wealth to our Territory. 

I have been sent here as the representative of a mining 
community composing two-fifths of the entire vote of Idaho, a 
large majority of whom are inhabiting a section of country en- 
tirely unoccupied four years ago; aclass as energetic, in- 
dustrious, and progressive as any in the Territory. They are 
bringing into our midst large amounts of capital for the 
purchase of mines and construction of mills and machinery. 
They are bringing into our Territory annually, several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in currency, in exchange for ores that 
would have lain dormant.but for them. They have created 
a ready cash market for everything produced in other sections 
of the Territory. Their heavy shipments of ore and bullion, 
and large imports of general merchandise, have hastened the 
construction of railroads into our midst, and in’ various ways 
brought about a permanent era of prosperity that could not 
have existed without them. In addition to Alturas, Custer, 
Lemhi and other counties whose prosperity depends greatly 
upon proper mining legislation during the present session, are 
represented upon this floor, and are entitled to consideration 
that has not been granted them. 

Hence, in behalf of the mining community at large, I pro- 
test against the action of this House, through its honorable 
Speaker, and demand for it a proper representation on the 
committee of mining affairs.

Mr. Speaker: I have duly considered Llouse Bill No. 18, 
to regulate the fees and salaries of county officers in Oneida 
connty, and now return the same without my approval, for the 
following reasons : 

In the first place, it is special legislation npon a subject 
which sioul? be generat; that is, there should be one rule 
thronghont the entire Territory to govern the mode of compen- 
sation to lozal officials, thus avoiding all controversies, embarass- 
ments, ete., when such questions are passed upon in the courts 
or elsewhere. The number of exceptions to the general rule 
should be reduced as rapidly as practicable—not under any cit- 
cumstances increased. If, under present laws, in any county of 


a 
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the Territory, any official receives excessive compensation, let a 
general provision be adopted to regulate all such cases. The 
amonnt of umecessary special legislation in this Territory is 
amazing. Laws which should be of general application are 
made local only, and the result is that each county in this Ter- 
ritory might be said to have a code of Jaws ofits own. An ex- 
amination of the constitutions of many of the older States will 
show that this class of legislation is prohibited, for the reason 
that experience has demonstrated that where permitted it be- 
comes an evil, rather than a benefit. 

Two years ago, I approved, very reluctantly, a bill reducizge 
the compensation of a portion of the Oneida county officials, 
but in doing so, I took oceasion to remark that I regarded the 
underpaying of pablie servants as decidedly nnwise. A striking 
illustration of the truth of my words was given, before the close 
of that session. The salary of one office had been reduced to a 
point where no reputable person would accept or hold it. May 
not something of the same nature occur, in case the present 
bill becomes a law ? = 

I have made diligent inquiry as to the compensation re- 

ceived by the respective officials affected by this bill, and learn 
that under the most favorable conditions, the office of Assessor 
and Collector will pay the princely sum of $2,500 per annum, 
out of which the ineumbent must pay all traveling, and many 
other incidental expenses, including deputies, and it is not like- 
ly the duties imposed upon this officer can be well performed 
in Oneida county, without the aid of deputies. 
_ Before placing the compensation of this officer on a starva- 
tion basis, it would be well to look at the extent and population 
of the county, and consider fnlly the important functions im- 
posed upon this officer, and then determine whether wisdom 
would dictate the policy of putting the compensation of the 
ollice down to a point where no man of character or standing 
could be induced to accept it. 

The remarks above made will apply with equal force to all of 
the officers affected by the measnre under consideration. As it 
does not appear that any one of them receives a compensation 
to exceed $2,500, and as it also appears-that those who have 
the most important and ‘responsible duties to perform receive 
the best. pay, I see no sound reason why a change or a reduction 
should be made in any instance. On the contrary, if there is 
any call whatever for a change, it certainly seems clear to me 
that it should be in the direction of an increase; but thisI do 
not wish to be understood as advocating. sone 
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In support of this measure it is urged thatthe county offi- 
cials are now paid in warrants, which they are obliged to dis- 
pose of to speculators, at a heavy discount. So much the more 
reason, then, why this bill should fail. But, I am informed 
that, should this measure become a Jaw, it is the intention to 
pass another providing for the payment in cash ofthe fees and 
salaries therein provided. To this, I reply that it is not proba- 
ble that all of the officials affected by this bill dispose of their 
warrants at a discount, and further, that it would be decidedly 
bad taste, to say the least, for me to pass upon a bill, not upon 
its own merits, but npon the merits of another, which may or 
may not pass, or, in other words, it would be wrong for me to 
anticipate legislation, under any circumstances. 

It is further urged as a reason why this bill should become a 
law. that those affected by it were pledged to it before the 
election, that they accepted nomination and election to their re- 
spective offices, upon a platform pledging them to chis or a 
similar measure, and that by their election a majority of the 
people of Oneida county have declared in favor of the measure. 
I have examined the “platform” referred to, and while it 
contains the “claptrap” generally infused into political plat- 
torms, I fail to tind any positive promise to abide by a reduction 
of salaries, fees, etc., but there is a pledge to support an Act 
which will correct “excessive high salaries, fees and mileage al- 
lowances,” and which “will place the same on a basis that 
wili insure honest and capable administration of public affairs.” 
I think it has been shown that no official in Oneida county 
receives, under existing laws, ‘excessive high salaries, fees or 
mileage allowances,” and it is quite clear to my mind that this 
bill is not calculated to secure the clecticn of men to office, in 
that county, who will honestly and capably administer public 
affairs. 

The claim that a majority of the people of Oneida county 
have, by their vote, demanded this measure, also disappears 
when the facts are stated. In the first place, no pledge of the 
sort was made by the convention which nominated the present 
incumbents, and, in the second place, they did not receive a 
majority of all the votes cast in the county. The official re- 
turns show that there were three tickets voted for in that coun- 
ty, and the combined vote of the two unsnecesstul tickets was 
largely in excess of the votes cast for the successful candi- 
dates. They were therefore elected by a plurality vote. 

Moreover, I am in receint of communications and telegrams 
from many of the best citizens and heaviest tax payers iu the 
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county, strongly opposing this measure, on the ground that it 
will be injurious to the best interests of the county. 

Asa further reason for the passage of this measure, I am 
told that it is the first step in the direction of redeeming the in- 
debtedness of the county, It is certainly a very indirect way 
to so desirable an end. If it were calculated to reduce the’ 
county debt to any considerable extent, I might approve it, 
but, in my judgment, the bill will have the contrary effect, by 
placing salaries, fees, etc., so low as to result in the election of 
persons to office who will manage its affairs, if not dishonestly, 
at least incapably, and this is one of the surest ways of increas- 
ing indebtedness. There is a direct road to the redemption of 
the county indebtedness, and thatis the only one which should 
be adopted in any community.

ifr. Speaker: I return, herewith, without approval, House 
Bill No. 26,toamendan Act entitled “An Act to amend section 
589 of an Act entitled an- Act regulating proceedings in 
criminal cases in the Courts of Justice in the Territory of Idaho.” 
Approved January 14, 1875, and amended and approved Feb- 
roary 10, 1881, 

Asa mere matter of justice, in the abstract, the bill seems 
proper and fair enough; but if the results likely to flow from 
the enactment of its provisions into law are taken into consider- 
tion, it becomes a matter of grave doubt whether ıt should be 
given the force and effect of law. 

It is the desion of the bil! to compel the county in which a 
criminal trial takes place before the district court,to pay witnesses 
for the defense the same mileage and per diem as are now al- 
lowed by law to witnesses on behalf of the prosecution. At 
first glance this seems a fair proposition, but upon reflection it 
must be apparent to everyone that it will certainly operate to 
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double, and, I am quite coulident, would more than quadruple 
this one item of expense, in ail criminal prosecutions. It there- 
fore seems to me that it would be inexpedient to impose this 
additional burden upon the different counties of the Territory, 
especially in view of the fact that nearly all are now struggling 
under heavy indebtedness. 

I am aware that the absence cf any provision of law, allow- 
ing mileage and per diem to witnesses compelled by summons of 
court to attend for the benefit of the defense in criminal trials, 
has, in numerous instances, caused hardship and great loss to 
such persons, but I do not think it is wise or necessary, in order 
to provide for the relief of the few, that a measure should be 
adopted which wouid make it possible for those who are 
charged with violations of the laws to compel the county in 
which they are tried, to foot all the bills for their defense, as 
well as for their prosecution. 

This bill, should it become a law, places every county in the 
Territory, to a certain extent, at the mercy of criminals and 
“nettifogg@ers,” by giving them authority to summon anybody, 
from any part of the country, to appear in behalf of any of the 
former class, when undergoing trial for violation of law. This, 
it appears to me, is conferring unlimited power upon the 
dangerous and unscrupulous portions of society, to pillage, and 
I think the honorable body over which you preside will agree 
with me, that the present is not a propitious time for a step of 
this kind. 

I would suggest that, in order to meet the exceptional cases, 
where a positive injustice may te inflicted upon a witness for 
the derense, who is in destitute cirenmstances, and whose en- 
forced attendance results in great hardship to himself and 
family, a more judicious way, perhaps, would be to extend to 
them the provisions of section 539 of the criminal practice Act, 
before repealed, so far as those provisions related to witnesses 
for the prosecution who are poor.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Ipano TERRITORY, 
Boiss Crry, January 29, 1883. 


Mr Speaker: In-announcing my approval of House Bill 
No, 58, fixing the standard of measurement of stone, pernit 
me to say, that in establishing a standard measurement of 
any kind, it would be well to fix such standard as is given in 
all authorities, and such as has been established by the general 
government, and by the States and Territories where one has 
been adopted. In other words, our system should be as nearly 
as practicable, in uniformity with the government system, and 
that of the other States and Territories. 

The perch, as fixed in this bill, is not the one defined in the 
best dictionaries, or as laid down in all mathematical works. 
Neither is it the one adopted by the government, and many uf 
the States and Territories, if my information be correct, and 1 
think it is. 

Recognizing the necessity of a standard, even though it be 
different from that of other communities, am unwilling to 
disapprove this bill, fearing time may not permit of the adup- 
tion of another ove. But I wish to suggest that if there is time, 
and my ideas meet with approval, that this bill be amended so 
as to make our system uniform with that of the government 
and other localities.

Since the report submitted to this Legislature he has dis- 
bursed $12,793.02 which will be duly reported to the Con- 
troller in April with other disbursements. 


The county treasurers of the respective counties have settled 
with that officer, and paid the proportionate amount due the 
Territory, save and excepting Kootenai, Alturas and Bear Lake 
counties, which will be paid soon. Those officers have been 
duly notified by the Controller to transmit their moneys. 


I feel warrahited in saying that these officers are faithful pub- 
lic ser vants. 

Į am inclined to the opinion that the estimates for the fiscal 
years 1883 and 1884 as shown by the Controllers report are 
too low. 

The estimates should be made looking to an increase in the 
matter of keeping Territorial prisoners and indigent insane of 
this Territory. 

There are thirty-four prisoners now confined in the Ferri- 
torial prison at the expense of this Territory, and in the future 
there must necessarily be an increase of expense owing to an 
increase in population.

F Mr. Speaker: I regret that, after due consideration, I cannot 
re Honse Bill No. 5£to incorporate Paris City, Bear 
Lake County. 

It must be presumed that, when the people of a town or 
village, are anxious to take npon themselves the additional bur- 
den which city government imposes, they do so because they 
desire better government than they otherwise could have; and 
under proper limitations and restrictions, I would interpose no 
obstacle to prevent any community from obtaining a charter 
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for such purposes. But the one under discussion contains very 
many serious objections, all of which I cannot undertake to 
point out at this late day of the session, owing to the press of 
important work upon me. I shall endeavor, however, to give 
some forcible reasons why this bill shonld not pass. 

The first section of the bill appropriates about 2,500 acres, 
as nearly as I can estimate from the description given, of the 
public domain. Paris contains a population of less than one 
thousand, and under the United States laws that number of 
people cannot acquire to exceed 640 acres for townsite purposes. 

But the immediate effect of incorporating the town would be 
the withdrawal of all the land embraced in the Act, from 
homestead or preemption settlement, until such time as the 
General Land Office could ascertain the precise amount the 
population of the town entitled it to receive. This would take 
two or three years, at the very least, as almost any one who has 
had any experience in land matters, well knows. 

In the meantime, however, all homestead and pre-emption 
entries embraced in the area covered by the incorporating Act 
would be declared null and void, and each person having an 
entry or filing, upon any portion of the land selected by the 
town, would be repuired to show cause why his or her entry, 
or filing, should. not be cancelled. This would necessitate a 
hearing before the land officers of the district, which must, of 
course, be attended with considerable expense nand trouble to the 
party who has snch entry or filing. , 

ithin the limit embraced in section one of this bil, I am 
told, are a number of homestead entries, and as the amount of 
land songht to be included within the corporate limits of Paris 
City is largely in excess of the amount to which itis entitled . 
by reason of population, I am utterly opposed to jeopardizing 
a single one of those entries, or putting any person whu has 
made such an entry, in a position where it may become neces- 
sary for him to enter into an expensive contest with the town, 
in order to establish his rights. Moreover, it is an act of grave 
injustice to include within the limits of a smell town, a num- 
ber of people who reside at ‘a considerable distance from the 
town proper, for, while they are taxed to support the so-called 
city government, they are too far removed to receive protec- 
tion, or derive any benefit therefrom. 

Aside from the objections above given, which, in my judg- 
ment, ought to be fatal to the bill, there sre other good reasons 
why it should not become a law. 
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A strong objection to the bill is the very sweeping anthority, 
of. an unnecessary proscriptive nature, which it confers upon 
the corporate authorities, as for example: 

Section 32 confers power to prohibit butchers. Why should 
they be prohibited? Itis a reputable calling recognized by the 
general laws of the Territory, and I am not disposed to permit 
any locality to discriminate against a reputable business class. 
If it be replied that it is not intended to suppress butchers in 
the City of Paris, then why such a provision é 

Section 33 gives authority to destroy or demolish all “ in- 
struments or devices” used forthe purpose of gaming, This 
is proper enough, so far as it goes, but the kind of * instru- 
ments and devices” should be specifically named, for, as the 
section now stands, “instruments or devices” intended solely 
for amusement, or recreation, may be by the town authorities 
of Paris denominated as gaming instruments and devices, and 
their destruction ordered. This would permit the destruction 
of a billiard tabie, and as such instruments are costly, and not 
designed for gambling. I am opposed to conferring powers upon 
local authorities to demolish private property of so valnable a 
nature, even though games for money are sometimes played 
upon them. 

The general laws of the Territory permit the licensing of 
all kinds of games of chance, for the benetit of the school fund. 
Whether this is a wise provision, is doubtful, as it certainly is 
not in the interest of morality. If, therefore, the Legislature 
should see proper to abolish this feature of our laws, and pro- 
vide instead for the suppression of gambling, such action would 
meet my hearty approbation. Butin adopting measures of 
this sort, it should not be left for prejudice or fanaticism, to 
determine what constitutes a gambling instrument or device. 
The law should determine that. 

Section 51 gives authority to prevent the ringing of bells, 
the blowing of horns and bugles, and the crying of goods. 
This would prohibit the ringing of church or school bells, and 
prohibit the auctioneer and peddler from cryiug their goods 
and wares, and preclude the citizens of Paris from listening 
to the strains of music of a brass band, provided the authorities 
determined that the peace and quiet of the city demanded that 
these things should not be tolerated. 

Authority to prevent disorderly performances, boisterous 
noises, riotous aad immoral conduct, is ample, and no necessity 
exists for conferring upon the authorities of any town greater 
powers. 
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With these remarks, hastily prepared, I return the bill with- 
out my approval. f

This bill, in the opinion of the committee, seems to he essen- 
tial to the sure, speedy, and economical administration of pub- 
lic justice. 

he general government does not undertake to supply the 
Territories with a complete judicial system and to provide for 
all the expenses attendant thereon, but requires on the part of 
the people, (what seems to be but reasonable) that they should 
bear a portion of the burden. 

It could never have been contemplated, that the judges of 
the Supreme Court should pay out of their meager salaries the 
n attendant upon holding court in remote counties— 
the salary received being less than an attorney of ordinary 
attainments can: earn in the practice of his profession, and far 
below that which should be paid to men who are capable ot 
discharging the important duties devolving upon the Justices 
of the Supreme Court. 

Section 1874 of the Revised Statutes of the United States 
seems to- be conclusive as to the question of the Territory 
being liable for the payment of the expenses of holding courts, 
and though there should be a doubt as to its construction, we 
cannot afford to take the risk of construing the law differently 
from our very able Supreme Bench. 

It is well known and generally understood, that the Justices 
of the Supreme Courts of some of the Territories hold courts , 
in only one place in each judicial district, thus avoiding the 
expenses consequent npon holding courts away from the county 
in which they reside. Should this practice be adopted by our 
judges, it would be nothing less than a calamity.
